XX%*H E Origin of this Society, called Free- 

[ T X Maſons, is ſaid to have been a certain 
| wars Number of Perſons who formed a Reſo- 
K lution to rebuild the Temple of Solomon. 
This clearly appears in the Lecture, or rather 
Hiſtory, of the Order, at the Making or Raiſing 
a Member to the Degree of Maſter, which is 
fully deſcribed in the following Work. 
But I am inclined to think, that the chief Deſign 
of the Eſtabliſhment is to rectify the Heart, in- 
form the Mind, and promote the Moral and Social 
Virtues of Humanity, Decency, and good Order, 
as much as poſſible in the World; and ſome of 
the Emblems of the Free-Maſons confirms this 
Opinion, ſuch as the Compaſs, Rule, Square, &c. 
In all Countries where Maſonry is practiſed, or 
eſtabliſhed at this Time, there is a Grand Maſter; 
but formerly there was only One Grand Maſter, 
and he was an Engliþman, The Perſon on whom 
this Dignity or Title is beſtowed, ſuch as the pre- 
ſent Waſhington Shirley, Lord Ferrers, governs all 
the Lodges in Great Britain, and has the Authority 
or Power of delivering the Conſtitutions and Laws 
of the Society to the Maſters who preſide over the 
ſubordinate Aſſemblies; which Conſtitutions muſt 
B always

always be ſigned by the Secretary-General of the 
Order. —The Grand Maſter can alſo hold a Meet- 
ing or Lodge as often as he thinks proper, which is 
generally the ſecond Saturday in every Month in 
the Summer; but oftener in the Winter. 

The other Lodges meet regularly twice a Month 
in the Winter Halt- Year, and once a Month in 
the Summer; and the Members of each Lodge 
pay Quarterly, from 38. 6d. to gs. into the Hands 
of the Treaſurer; and this generally defrays the 

Expences of their Meetings, 
There are alſo Quarterly Communications, or 
Meetings, held, at which are preſent the Maſ- 
ter and Wardens of every Regular Conſtitution 
in London, and the adjacent Parts, where the ſe- 
veral Lodges ſend, by the ſaid Wardens, different 
Sums of Money to be paid into the Hands of the 
Treaſurer-General, and appropriated toſuch chari- 
table Uſes as the Grand Maſter, and the Maſters 
of the different Lodges under him, think proper ; 
but theſe Charities are chiefly confined to Ma- 
ſons only. Such as have good Recommendations 
as to their Behaviour and Character, will be aſſiſt- 
ed with Five, Ten, or Twenty Pounds; and leſs 
Sums are diſtributed to the indigent Brethren, in 
Proportion to their Wants, and the Number of 
Years they have been Members. At theſe Quar- 
terly Communications, large Sums are likewiſe 
ſent from Lodges in the moſt remote Parts ef the 
World, viz. in the Eaſt and Weſt Indies, and Ac- 
counts tranſmitted of the Growth of Maſonry 
there, The State of the Funds of the Society are 
likewiſe communicated to the Company ; and the

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Deliberations of the Meeting taken down by the 
Secretary, who lays them before the Grand Maſter 
at the Yearly Meeting. 

The Number of Members which compoſe a 
Lodge is indeterminate; but it is not a Lodge, 
except there are preſent One Maſter, three Fel- 
low-Crafts, and two Apprentices. 

When a Lodge is met, there are two principal 
Officers under the Maſter, called Senior and Ju- 
nior Wardens; whoſe Bulineſs is to ſee the Laws 
of the Society ſtrictly adhered to, and the Word of 
Command given by the Grand Maſter, regularly 
followed. | 

It muſt be remarked, that the Authority of a 
Maſter, though Chief of the Lodge, reaches no far- 
ther than he is himſelf an Obſerver of the Laws; 
ſhould he infringe them, the Brethren never fail 
to cenſure him; and if this has no Effect, they 
have a Power of depoſing him, on appealing to 
the Grand Maſter, and giving their Reaſons for 
it: But they ſeldom proceed to this Extremity, 

As no doubt the Reader chuſes to be made ac- 


quainted with every Circumſtance of the Ceremony 


of Making a Brother, I ſhall begin with the fol- 
lowing Directions, and Poe regularly in the 
Deſcription of what further concerns Maſonry. 

A Man deſirous of becoming a Free-Mafon, 
ſhould endeavour to get acquainted with a Mem- 
ber of ſome good Lodge, who will propoſe him as 
a Candidate for Admiſſion the next Lodge-Night. 
The Brother who propoſes a New Member, 
is likewiſe obliged to acquaint the Brethren of 
the Qualifications of the Candidate“. Upon this

and it being carried in the Affirmative, the next 
Step is to go with the Propoſer the enſuing Lodge- 
Night. | 

You are to ſuppoſe the Evening come when a 


Lodge is to beheld, which generally begins about 
Seven in the Winter, and Nine in Summer; . 


Notices having been ſent to the Members for this 
Purpoſe. The Maſons are punctual to the Time; 
and it frequently happens, that, in half an Hour, 
the whole Lodge, to the Number of Fifty or Sixty, 
are aſſembled. | 

The Maſter, the two Aſſiſtants, Secretary, and 
Treaſurer, begin with putting over their Necks a 
blue Ribbon of a triangular Shape; to the Maſter's 
Ribbon hangs a Rule and Compaſs, which is in ſome 
Lodges made of Gold, though in others only 
gilt; the Aſſiſtants, Senior Wardens, and the other 
Officers, carry the Compals alone. 

The Candles that are upon the Table are always 
placed in the Form of a Triangle; and in the beſt 
Lodges the Candleſticks are finely carved with al- 
legorical Figures, and put in a triangular Form. 
Every Brother has an Apron made of white 
Skin; and the Strings are alſo of Skin; though 
ſome of them chuſetoornament them with blue Rib- 
bon. On the Grand Days, ſuch as Quarterly Com- 
munications, or other general Meetings, the Grand 
Officers Aprons are finely decorated, and they car- 
ry the Rule and Compals, the Emblems of the 
Order. hs 3 | | 

When they fit down to the Table, the Maſter 
ſeats himſelf in the firſt Place on the Eaſt-Side, 
the Bible being opened before him, with the Com- 


paſſes laid thereon, and the Points of them cover- 


ed with a Lignum Vitæ or Box Square; and the 
Senior and Junior Wardens oppoſite to him on the 
Weſt and South, On the Table is likewiſe placed 
difterent

different Sorts of Wine, Punch, &c. to regale the 
Brethren, who take their Places according to their 
Degree or Seniority. Being thus ſeated, after a 
few Minutes, the Maſter proceeds to“ spen 7he

This Lodge is open, in the Name of 
Holy St. John, forbidding all Curſing, Swear- 
ing, or Whiſpering, and all profane Diſcourſe 
s whatever, under no lefs Penalty than what the 
* Majority ſhall think proper.“ 


The Maſter then gives Three Knocks upon the 
Table with a wooden Hammer, and puts on his 
Hat ; the other Brethren being uncovered : $000 
they 
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they ſit down, and drink promiſcuouſly, or take 
a Pipe of Tobacco. | 
Soon after the Maſter aſks, if the Gen- 
tleman propoſed laſt Lodge-Night, is ready to 
be made? and on being anſwered in the Affirmative, 
he orders the Wardens to go out and prepare the 
Perſon, who is generally waiting in a Room at 
ſome Diſtance from the Lodge- Room, by himſelf, 
being left there by his Friend who propoſed him. 
He is conducted into another Room, which is to- 
tally dark; and then aſked, whether he is conſci- 
ous of having the Vocation neceſſary to be re- 
ceived ? On anſwering Yes, he is aſked his Name, 
Surname, and Profeſſion, When he has anſwered 
theſe Queſtions, whatever he has about him made 
of Metal is taken off, as Buckles, Buttons, Rings, 
&c. and even the Money in his Pocket taken 
away. Then they make him uncover his Right 
Knee, and put his Left Foot with his Shoe on, in- 
to a Slipper ; hoodwink him with a Handker- 
chief, and leave him to his Reflection for about 
half an Hour, The Chamber is alſo guarded within 
and without, by ſome of the Brethren, who have 
drawn Swords in their Hands, to keep off all 
Strangers, in caſe any ſhould dare approach. The 
Perſon who propoſed the Candidate, ſtays in the 
Room with him; but they are not permitted to 
aſk any Queſtions, or converſe together. 
During this Silence, and while the Candidate js 
preparing, the Brethren in the Lodge are putting 
every Thing in Order for his Reception there ; 


In ſome Lodges, they are ſo exact in this Reſpect, that 
they oblige the Candidate to pull off his Cloaths, if there be 
Lace on them,

ſuch 
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ſuch as drawing the annexed Figure on the Floot 
at the upper Part of the Room: which is gene- 
rally done with Chalk, or Chalk and Charcoal in- 
termixed; though ſome Lodges uſe Tape and little 
Nails to form it; which prevents any Mark or Sign 
on the Floor. It is drawn Eaſt and Weſt. The 
Maſter ſtands in the Eaſt, with the Square hanging 
at his Breafl, the Holy Bible opened at the Goſpel 
of St. John, and three lighted Tapers are placed 
in the Form of a Triangle in the Midſt of the 
Drawing on the Floor. | 

The Propoſer then goes and knocks Three Times 
at the Door of the Grand Apartment, in which the 
Reception is to be performed ; the Maſter anſwers 
within by Three Strokes with the Hammer, and 
the Junior Warden aſks, Who comes there ? The 
Candidate anſwers (after another whoprompts him) 
« One who begs to receive Part of the Benefit of 
„ this Right Worſhipful Lodge, dedicated to St. 
« Jobn, as many Brothers and Fellows have done 
before me.” The Doors are then opened, and the 
Senior and Junior Wardens, or their Aſſiſtants, 
receive him, one on the Right, and the other on 
the Left, and conducts him blindfold Three Times“ 
round the Drawing on the Floor, and brings him up 
to the Foot of it, with his Face to the Maſter +, the 
Brethren ranging themſelves in Order on each Side, 
and making an odd Noiſe, by ſtriking on the Attri- 
butes of the Order, which they carry in their 
Hands 1. 


In ſome Lodges the Candidates are led Nine Times round; 
but as this is very tireſome to the Perſon who is to undergo 
the Operation, his Patience being pretty well tried by being 
blinded ſo long þefore-hand, it is very juſtly omitted.

N. B. The preceding Figure is the exaQ Form 
of the Drawing on the Floor at the making a Ma- 
ſon, according to the moſt ancient Cuſtom, and 
is ſtill retained in all regular Lodges.

molt commonly drawn with Chalk and Charcoal; 


and as ſoon as the Ceremony of Making is over, 
the New-made Maſon (though ever ſo great a 
Gentleman) muſt take a Mop from a Pail of 
Water, and waſh it out. In ſome Lodges they 
uſe red Tape and Nails to form it, which pre- 


vents any Mark or Stain on the Floor, as with 
Chalk. 


The Reader is to underſtand, that after this 
Figure is waſhed out, they ſit at the Table in the 
ſame Form, as near as poſſible; the New Mem- 
ber being placed the Firſt Night on the Maſter's 
Right-Hand, 
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When this Part of the Ceremony is ended, the 
Maſter, who ſtands at the upper End, facing the 
Foot or Steps ol the Drawing on the Floor, behind 
an Arm- Chair, aſiæs the following 2 Queſtion, W he- 
ther you have a Lelire to become a Maſon? and if 
it is of your own free Will and Choice?

When this is pronounced, the new-made Mem- 
ber is taught the Sign, Grip, and Paſs Word of 
the Entered Apprentice, which will be ſeen more 
clearly in the following Lecture belonging to that 
Part of Maſonry. - 

He is alto learnt the Step, or how to advance 
to the Maſter upon the Drawing on the Floor, 


which in ſome Lodges reſembles the grand Build- 


ing, termed a Moſaic Palace, and is deſcribed with 
the utmoſt Exactneſs. They allo draw other Fi- 
gures, one of which is called the Laced Tuit, and 
the other the Throne beſet with Stars. There is alſo 
repreſented a perpendicular Line in the Form of 
a Maſon's Inſtrument, commonly called the Plumb- 
Line; and another Figure which repreſents the 
Tomb of Hiram, the firſt Grand Maſter, who has 
been dead almoſt Three Thouſand Years. Theſe 
are all explained to himin the molt accurate Man- 
ner, and the Ornaments or Emblems of the Order 
are deſcribed with great Facility. Then he is 
conducted hack, and every thing he was diveſ- 
ted of, as mentioned at his Entrance, is reſtored ; 
and he takes his Seat on the Right Hand of the 
Maſter. He alſo receives an Apron, which he 
puts on, and the Lift of the Lodges is likewiſe 
given him. — 

The Brethren now congratulate the new- made 
Member, and all return to the Table to regale 
themſelves; when the Maſter propoſes a Health 
to the young Brother, which is drank with the 
greateſt Applauſe by the whole Body, the new 
Maſon fitting all the while After which he, in- 
ſtructed by a Brother, takes a Bumper, and drinks 
to the Worſhipful Grand-Maſter, the Senior and

Junior Wardens, the reſt of the Officers, and Mem- 
bers of the Lodge, wiſhing them Succels in all their 
public and private Undertakings, to Matonry in 
General, and that Lodge in particular, craving 
their Aſſiſtance:“ To which they anſwer, “they 
will aſſiſt him.” After, he has drank, he throws 
his Glaſs from him,and brings it back Three 'Times, 
and then ſets it down on the Cable, the reſt doing the 
fame in exact Order. This they call Firing : then 
they clap their Hands Nine Times, divided into 
Three, and ſtop between each, keeping, true Time. 

The Reader having been led thus far, it is high 
Time to introduce the Apprentice's Lecture, 
which is intended, not only to amule, but likewiſe 
to inſtruct him in the Part he is entered into. The 
Readineſs of many of the Brethren in anſwering the 
Queſtions, add a Luſtre to the Order, the Mem- 
bers vying with each other, who ſhall moſt contri- 
bute to the Ediſication of their new Brother.

Anſ. The Virtue of Numbers. 

Maſ. What doth Geometry teach you? 

Anſ. The Art of meaſuring, whereby the Egyp- 
tians found out their own Land, or the ſame 
Quantity which they had before the overflowing 
of the River Nile, that frequently uſed to water 
their Country; at which Time they fled to 
the Mountains till it went off again, and this 
made them have continual Quarrels about their 
Lands.

Every one now talks of what he pleaſes ; and as 
it is generally half an Hour before they proceed to 
Buſineſs, thoſe who perhaps have ordered a Sup- 
per retire into another Room ; but before they are 
permitted, the Maſter proceeds 70 call tbe Men off 
from Work, as it is termed, which is done in this 
Manner: The Maſter whiſpers to the Senior 
Deacon, who fits on his Right Hand, and ſays, 
It is high Time to call the Men from Work to 
„ refreſh themſelves ;” the Senior Deacon whiſpers 
it to the Senior Warden; and it is communicated 
from him to the Junior Deacon, who carries it to 
the Junior Warden; he proclaims it openly to tha

Lodge, and ſets his Column“ upright, and the 
Senior Waiden lays his down, which fignifies that 
the Junior Warden is entruſted with the Care of 
the Lodge, while the Brethren refreſh themſelves. 

In this Place it will be neceſſary to acquaint the 
Reader how he may diſcover an Entered Appren- 
tice by drinking with him in Company. Take the 
Glaſs wich your Kight- Hand, and draw it acroſs 
your T hroat, either before or after you drink, and 
if an Apprentice is preſent, he will immediately 
take Notice of it, by aſking you ſome Queſtion in 
Maſonry, which you will readily anſwer from this 


Book. If he aſks you the Meaning of your doing 


that? you may whiſper to him, that it is the Pe- 
nalty of the Obligation of an Entered Apprentice. 
From this Anſwer he will, at a proper Opportu- 
nity, proceed farther in his Inquiry. 

The Brethren having now regaled themſelves, 
they take their Seats, and the Maſter proceeds to 
ſer them on again, which is performed in the ſame 
Manner as the calling off; with this Difference, 
the Warden proclaims, „It is our Worſhipful 
Maſter's Pleaſure, that this Lodge is called from 
Refreſhment to Work.” The Junior Warden lays 
down his Column, and the Senior ſets his up. 
But as it often happens, that the Time will not 
permit for the Fellow Craft's Lecture, they cloſe 
the Lodge, which is done much in the ſame Method 
as that of Opening. Ihe Senior Warden declares it 
in the following Words, © It is our Maſter's Will 
and Pleaſure, that this Lodge ſtand cloſed till the 
Firſt or Third Wedneſday in next Month,“ accord-

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ing to the Night the Lodge is held. Then the Mal- 
ter, Wardens, Deacons, Secretary, &c. take off the 
Enſigns and Ornaments from their Necks, and every 
one is at Liberty to depart or ſtay longer, as they 
think proper; every Thing of Malonry is excluded; 
they talk of what they pleaſe, and ſing various 
Songs, for the Amuſement of each other. 

I ſhall now proceed to the Second Degree of 
Maſons, called the Fellow Crafts ; that is, one who 
has ſerved his Time juſtly and lawfully as an En- 
tered Apprentice, and deſires to become more per- 
fect in Maſonry, by being admitted a Fellow Craft. 
But in moſt Lodges at this Time, they are made 
Entered Apprentices and Fellow Crafts the ſame 
Evening. The Ceremony is the ſame, though 
they have different Lectures, Paſs- Word and Gripe 
belonging to each. |

Aſhes, and the Aſhes to be ſcattered to the 
Four Winds of the Heavens; that no farther 
Remembrance of ſuch a vile Wretch may ex- 
iſt among Men (and in particular Maſons).

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« There were originally fifteen Fellow Crafts, 
who perceiving the Temple almoſt finiſhed, and 
not having received the Maſter's Word; they grew 
impatient; and agreed to extort it from their Maſ- 
ter Hiram the firſt Opportunity they could find of 


meeting bim alone, that they might paſs for Maſ- 


ters in other Countries, and receive the Wages or 
Profits of Maſters; but before they could accom- 
pliſh their Scheme, twelve of them recanted; the 
other three were obſtin ite, and determined to have 
it by Force, if no other way could be found; their 
Names were Fubela, Fubelo and Jubelum. 

&« It being always the Cuſtom of Hiram at 
Twelve at Noon, as ſoon as the Men were called 
off to refreſh themſelves, to go into the Sandlum 
Sanflorum, or Holy of Holies, to pay his Devo- 
tion to the true and living God, the three Aſſaſſins 
above-mentioned placed themſelves at the Eaſt, 
Weſt, and South Doors of the Temple. At the 
North there was no Entrance, becauſe the Rays 
of the Sun never darts from that Point. | 

Hiram having finiſhed his Prayer to the Lord, 
came to the Faſt Door, which he found guarded 
by 7ubela, who demanded the Maſter's Grip in a 
reſolute Manner; he received for Anſwer from 
Hiram, that it was not cuſtomary to aſk it in ſuch 
a Strain; that he himſelf did not receive it ſo; ad- 
ding, that he muſt wait, and Time and Patience 
would bring it about. He told him farther, that 
it was not in his Power alone to reveal it, except 
in the Preſence of Solomon King of Iſrael, and 
Hiram King of Tyre. Fubela being diſſatisfied with 
this Anſwer,” ſtruck him acroſs the Throat with a 
twenty-four Inch Gauge. Hiram upon this Uſage 
flew to the South Door of the Temple, where he 
was met by Jubelo, who aſked him the Maſter's 
Grip and Word in like Manner as Jubela had be- 
fore done; and on receiving the ſame Anſwer from 


his 
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his Maſter, he gave him a violent Blow with a 
Square upon his Left Breaſt, which made him reel. 
Upon recovering his Strength, he ran to the Weſt 
Door, the only way left him of eſcaping; and on 
being interrogated in the ſame Manner by Jubelum, 
who guarded that Paſſage (to whom he replied as 
at firſt) he received a terrible Fracture upon his 
Head “ with a Gavel or Setting Maul, which occa- 
ſioned his Death. After this they carried the Body 


* When you come to this Part of the Ceremony of making 
a Maſter, it occaſions ſome Surprize ; the Junior Warden 
ſtrikes you with a twenty-four Inch Gauge acroſs your Throat; 
the Senior Warden follows the Blow, by ftriking you with a 
Square on the Left Breaſt ; and almoſt at the ſame Inſtant the 
Maſter knocks you down with the Gavel. This is the Cuſ- 
tom in moſt Lodges ; and it requires no ſmall Share of Cou- 
rage, for the Blows are frequently ſo ſevere, that the poor 
Candidate falls backward on the Floor; and the greater his 
Terror at this Uſage, the more the Brethren are elevated. 
This Cuſtom ſavours too much of Barbarity ; and many In- 
ſtances can be produced, of Perſons in this Situation, who 
have requeſted on their Knees to be ſet at Liberty, and others 
who have made their Eſcape as faſt as poſſible out of the 
Lodge. —The French and Natives of Swi/er/and have a more 
ſtriking and ſolemn Way of repreſenting the Death of Hiram. 
When a Brother comes into the Lodge, in order to be raiſed 
to the Degree of Maſter, one of the Members lies flat on his 
Back, with his Face disfigured and beſmeared with Blood, on 
the Spot where the Drawing on the Floor is made. His natu- 
ral Surprize and Confuſion immediately appears, and one of 
the Brethren generally addreſſes him to the Purport following : 
«« Brother, — not ſrightened ; this is the unfortunate Re- 
«© mains of a worthy Matter, that would not deliver the Grip 
« and Word to three Fellow-Crafts, who had no Right to it; 
« and from this Example we learn our Duty, viz. to die be- 
« fore we deliver the Maſter's Part of Maſonry to thoſe who 
« have no Claim thereto.” On kneeling to receive the Ob- 
ligation, the ſuppoſed dead Brother lies behind you, and 
during the Time of adminiſtring che Oath, and reading the 
Hiſtory of his Death, he gets up, and you are laid down in his 
Place. This is the moſt material Difference between the French 
and Engliſb Method of making a Maſter Maſon ; and that it is 
more agreeable to Humanity than | gs a Man a violent Blow 
on the Forehead with a Gavel, muſt be obvious to every Reader. 
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out at the Weſt Door +, and hid it under ſome 
Rubbiſh till Twelve o'Clock the next Night, when 
they met, by Agreement, and buried him on the 


Side of a Hill, in a Grave Six Foot perpendicular,

Maſ. After you was thus knocked down, what 
was ſaid to you then ? 

Anſ. I was told I repreſented one of the greateſt 


Men in the World lying dead, viz. our Grand 
| Maſter Hiram. 


Maſ. Thank you, Brother.—Pray go on. 

Anſ. As I lay on my Back, the Maſter inform- 
ed me how Hiram was found; and by what Means 
the three Ruffians were diſcovered, as follows. 

„Our Maſter Hiram not coming to view the 


Workmen as uſual, King Solomon cauſed ſtrict 


Search to be made; but this proving ineffectual, 
he was ſuppoſed to be dead. The Twelve Fellow- 
Crafts who recanted hearing the Report, their 


Conſciences pricking them, went to Solomon with 


white Aprons and Gloves, Emblems of their In- 


nocence, and informed him of every Thing rela- 


tive to the Affair, as far as they knew, and offered 

their Aſſiſtance in order to diſcover the three other 
Fellow-Crafts, who had abſconded. They ſepa- 
rated, and divided themſelves into four Parties ; 
three Eaft, Weſt, North, and South, in Queſt of 
the Murderers. As one of the twelve was tra- 
velling on the Sea- ſide, near Joppa, being fatigued, 
he ſat down to refreſh himſelf ; but was ſoon alarm- 
ed by the following hideous Exclamations from the 


+ In this Point the Maſons themſelves differ ; ſome of them 
| Tay, he was not carried out at the Weſt Door, but buried on 
the Spot where he was killed, in this Manner: the Three Aſ- 
ſaſſins took up Part of the Pavement, made a Hole, and covered 
bim over with the Stone as ſoon as they had crammed him in. 
After which they conveyed the Rubbiſh out in their Aprons, 
to prevent Suſpicion.

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Cliff of a Rock: Ohl that my Throat had been 
& cut acroſs, my Tongue torn out by the Root, 
„ and buried in the Sands of the Sea at Low 
e Water Mark, a Cable's Length from the Shore, 
« where the Tide ebbs and flows twice in Twenty- 
« four Hours, ere I had conſented to the Death 
„ of our Grand Maſter Hiram!“ “ Oh! (ſays 
“ another) that my heart had been torn from un- 
« der my naked Left Breaſt, and given a Prey to 
& the Vultures of the Air, rather than I had been 
* concerned in the Death of ſo good a Maſter!” 
„ But (ſays a third) I ſtruck him harder than you 
„ both; 'twas I that killed him. Oh! that my 
„ Body had been ſevered in two, and ſcattered to 
* the South and North; my Bowels burnt to 
6 Aſhes in the South, and ſcattered between the 
« four Winds of the Earth, ere I had been the 
«© Cauſe of the Death of our good Maſter Hiram.“ 
The Fellow-Craft hearing this, went in Queſt of 
his two Aſſociates; and they entered the Cliff of 
the Rock, took and bound them faſt, and brought 
them to King Solomon, before whom they volun- 
tarily confeſſed their Guilt, and begged to die. 
The Sentence paſſed on them was the ſame as the 
expreſſed in their Lamentation in the Cliff, Zubela's 
Throat was cut acroſs; Fubelo's Heart was torn 
from under his Leſt Breaſt; and Jubelum's Body 


was ſevered in two, and ſcattered in the South and 
North. 


When the Execution was over, King Salomon 
ſent for the Twelve Crafts, and deſired them to 
take the Body of Hiram up, in order that it might 
be interred in a ſolemn Manner in the Santzum 
Sanctorum; he alſo told them, that if they could 
not find a Key-Word about him, it was loſt; for 
there were only three in the World co whom it

was known ; and unleſs they were preſent, it could 
not be delivered. Hiram being dead, it conſe- 

uently was loſt. However, as Solomon ordered, 
Sos went and cleared the Rubbiſh, and found 
their Maſter in a mangled Condition, having lain 
fifteen Days; upon which they lifted up their 
Hands above their Heads in Aſtoniſhment, and 
ſaid, O Lord my God ! This being the firſt Word 
and Sign, King Solomon adopted it as the grand 
Sign of a Maſter Maſon, and it is uſed at this Day 
in all the Lodges of Maſters.” 

Maſ. Brother, when Hiram was thus found 
dead, how was he raiſed ? | 

Anſ. By the Five Points of Fellowſhip. 

Maſ. What are the Five Points of Fellowſhip ? 

Anſ. He was taken by the Entered Apprentice's 
Grip, and the Skin flip'd off. Then he was taken 
by the Fellow-Craft's Grip, which alſo ſlip'd off; 
and laſtly by the Maſter's Grip.* 

Maſ. Brother, it appears you could not have 
been raiſed but by the Five Points of Fellowſhip, 
Pray explain them. | 

Anſ. Hand in Hand ſignifies, that I will always 
put forth my Hand to ſerve a Brother as far as in 
my Power lies. —Foot to Foot, that I never will 
be afraid to go a Foot out of my Way to ſerve a 
Brother, —Knee to Knee, that when I pray, I 
ſhould never forget my Brother's Welfare. Breaſt 
to Breaſt, to ſnow I will keep my Brother's Secrets 
as my own,—The Left Hand ſupporting the Back, 


»The Maſter's Grip is thus performed: You take a Brother 
with the four Finger Nails of your Right-Hand, and preſs 
cloſe into the inner Part of the Wriſt of his Right-Hand with 
all your Strength ; your Right-Foot to his Right-Foot, and 
his Right-Knee to your Right-Knee ; the Right-Breaſt to that 
of your Brother, and your Left-Hand ſupporting his Back. In 
This Poſition you whilper in his Ear MauHABONRx, or, as in the

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that will always ſupport a Brother, as far as I can, 
without being detrimental to my own Family. 


Maſ. Thank you, Brother.—But pray why was 
you deprived of all Metal ? 

Anſ. Becauſe there was neither Axe, Hammer, 
or Sound of any Metal Tool heard in the building 
the Temple of Solomon. 

Maſ. Why ſo, Brother? 

Anſ. Becauſe it ſhould not be polluted. 

Maſ. How is it poſſible, Brother, that ſuch a 
large Building ſhould be carried on, without the 
Uſe of Sound of ſome Metal Tool? 

Anſ. It was prepared in the Foreſt of Lebanon, 
and brought down upon proper Carriages, and ſet 
up with wooden Mauls made on Purpoſe for the 
Occaſion. 

Maſ. Why was both your Shoes taken from off 
your Feet? 

Anſ. Becauſe the Place I ſtood on when I was 
made a Maſon was Holy Ground. 

Maj. What ſupports our Lodge? 

Anſ. Three Pillars. 

Maſ. Pray what are their Names, Brother ? 
An. Wiſdom, Strength, and Beauty. 

Maſ. Who do they repreſent ? 

Anſ. Three Grand Maſters ; Solomon, King of 
Vrael; Hiram, King of Tyre; and Hiram Abiff, 
who was killed by the three Fellow-Crafts. 

Maj. Were theſe three Grand Maſters concern- 
ed in the building Solomon's Temple ? 

Anſ. They were. 

Maſ. What was their Buſineſs ? 
Anſ. Solomon found Proviſion and Money to pay 
the Workmen; Hiram, King of Tyre, provided 
Materials for the Building; and Hiram Abiff per- 
formed or ſuperintended the Work.

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The Form obſerved at the Inftalment of a Maſter and 
the other Officers on St. John's Day. 


H E Year being expired, a proper Perſon is 

fixed on by the Members of every Lodge to 
preſide over and govern the different Societies in 
the Capacity of Maſter, The Qualifications for 
this Office are, 1/7, That he muſt be regularly and 
lawfully raiſed : 24h, He ought to be a Man of a 
good Character, and irreproachable in his private 
Conduct: 3dly, He mult be well verſed in the Laws 
and Conſtitutions of the Order, and ought to be 
temperate, cool, and quite perfect in going through 
the betore-mentioned Lectures, as all the Queſ- 
tions are put by him, and he is often obliged to 
aſſiſt the Brethren in making the proper Anſwers *; 
for every Maſon fitting round the Table anſwers 
in his Turn, in the ſame Manner as Boys at Church 
ſaying the Catechiſm. This is termed Working. 
For Inſtance, Suppoſe a Brother meets another, and 
aſks him if he was at his Lodge laſt Night ? he 
ſays, Yes. Well, replies the other, Did you work ? 
that is, did you go through the ſeveral Queſtions 
and Anſwers in any of the Lectures? If any 
Member cannot, or does not chuſe % work, when 
the Queſtion is put, and it comes to his Turn, he 
gets up, and clapping his Hand on his Breaſt, ad- 


»I have been in a Lodge, where the Maſter was quite igno- 
rant of the common Rules of Pronunciation and Grammar; 
frequently making ſuch egregious Blunders, that the Brethren 
could ſcarce refrain from burſting into Laughter; and often 
embelliſhing his Queſtions with, Brethren, you have le a 
4% Body know as how you cannot be raiſed but by the Five 
« Points of Fellowſhip, &c. tell xs which they be,” How T1dicu- 
lous muſt this appear in the Perſon of the Prefident of a Lodge, 
where the greateſt Part of the Members are Men of a liberal 
Education, and endowed with good natural Abilities !

The paſt Maſter raiſes him up, and takes off 
the Jewel and Ribbon from his own Neck, and 
puts it on the new Maſter, taking him at the ſame 
Time by the Maſter's Grip, and whiſpering in his 
Ear the Word CHIBBEL UM“; after which 
he ſlips his Hand from the Maſter's Grip to the 
Elbow, and preſſes his Nails in, as is done in the 
Grip of the Maſter under the Wriſt, 

The Senior and Junior Warden, Secretary, &c, 
receive the ſame Obligation as the Maſter, except 
the Grip and Word ; there being none peculiar to 
them. 


Having now gone through the ſeveral Degrees 
and Lectures belonging to the Entered Apprentice, 
Fellow-Craft, Maſter, and the Manner of Inſtal- 
ment, I ſhall cloſe the Work with a few general 
Directions for the Reader's Benefit, dividing them 
under the following Heads. 


I. A Deſcription of the Ornaments worn by the dif- 
ferent Officers, when aſſembled in the Lodge, and 
their proper Places of fitting.

III. The Form obſerved in Drinking. 


The Table being plentifully ſtored with Wine 
and Punch, Sc. every Man has a Glaſs ſet before 
him, and fills it with what he chuſes, and as often 
as he pleaſes. But he muſt drink his Glaſs in turn, 
or at leaſt keep the Motion with the reſt. When 
therefore a public Health is given, the Maſter fills 
firſt, and delires the Brethren to charge their Glaſ- 
ſes; and when this is ſuppoſed to be done, the 
Maſter ſays, Brethren, are you all charged? The 
Senior and Junior Wardens anſwer, Ve are all 
charged in the South and Weſt. Then they all ſtand 
up, and obſerving the Maſter's Motion (like the 
Soldier his Right Hand Man) drink their Glaſſes 
off; and if the Mafter propoſes the Health or 
Toaſt with three Times three Claps, they throw the 
Glaſſes with the Right- Hand at full Length, bring- 
ing them acroſs their Throats Three Times, and 
making three Motions to put them down'on the 
Table; at the third they are ſet down, (though 
perhaps fifry in Number) as if it was but one; then 
raiſing their Hands Breaſt high, they clap nine 
uy imes againſt the Right, divided into three Divi- 

ſions, 
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flons, which is termed Drinking with three times 
three ; and at the End they give a Huzza. 


Having at length gone through my Plan, I have 
nothing further to add, than this, that the follow- 
ing is the beſt Method for a Stranger to gain Ad- 
mittance, being what I have ofren tried in many 
Places, in order to be fully ſatisfied, 

As ſoon as you come to the Door of the Lodge, 
you will find a Man on the Outſide, with a drawn 
Sword in his Hand, and a white Apron on, You 
muſt put on the Appearance of Careleſſneſs, or ra- 
ther Eale, in your Behaviour. Aſk him if there is 
a full Lodge, and tell him you ſhould be glad of 
Admittance as a viſiting Member ; taking care to 
provide yourſelf with a white leather Apron, which 
you may ſhew him as if by Accident. He will, 
perhaps, aſk you what Degree you are of, and de- 
fire a Sign, which you muſt ſhew him with great 
Readineſs, and likewiſe inform him what Lodge 
you belong to. 

It being contrary to the Rules of the Society 
that the Tyler ſhould admit a Stranger, he will go 
in, and acquaint the Maſter, that ſuch a Perſon, 
{mentioning your Name, and the Lodge you told 
him you belonged to) craves Admittance, On 
which one of the Wardens will come out to exa- 
mine you. Draw your Right-Hand acroſs your 
T hroat edgeways, and he will ſay, * What's that?“ 
Your Anſwer muft be, The due Guard of an 
Apprentice.“ Then he will take you by the firſt 
Joint of your Right- Hand, and preſs it hard with 
the Thumb Nail of his Right-Hand, and aſk, 
„What that is?“ —You muſt immediately anſwer, 
«© The Grip of an Entered Apprentice.” Elf he is 
not fully ſatisfied with this, he will go farther on 
in this Manner : |

On this he will put his Thumb to the ſecond Joint, 
and ſay, What's this? An/. The Grip of a Fel- 
low-Craft. Has it a Name, ſays he? Anſ. It 
has.—Pray give it me. Anſ. I will letter it, or 
halve it with you. Maſon. VII letter it with you. — 
Anſ. Begin. Maſon. No, you begin. Auf. B.— 
Maſ. O. Anſ. A. Maſ. Z. 
Anſ. BO AZ. 


What I have here offered being more than ſuffi- 
cient, you will be admitted, and you muſt put 
your Apron on, and take your Seat. If there 
ſhould be a Making that Night, you will be per— 
fect in the firſt Principles, and know more than 
one in ten who have been made many Years, and 
have never read this Book. 


If you ſhould after this chuſe to go to a Lodge 
of Maſters, the Ceremony is the fame as above; 
but you are interrogated as to the Grip, Pals-Grip 
and Word of a Maſter, which you cannot fail of 
anſwering by reading the Maſter's Part before 
mentioned. In all this you mult take Care not to 
betray any Fear, but put on an Air of Aſſurance.
